The latest development in the Carradine 
crusade against the fraternal orders is in the 
form of a movement to persuade the bold 
_ pastor of Centenary Church to abandon his 
‘Intention of preaching a second sermon on 
‘the subject, as announced in the last SUNDAY 
Post-DIsPaTcH. In this sermon Dr. Carra- 
dine proposed to fully state his reasons for 
‘Charging fraternal orders ,with drawing men 
‘away from their homes and families, and the 

fact that it was to furnish the proof upon 
which he made such a charge left it full of 
sensational possibilities. The effort to pre- 
vent such a sermon being delivered from 
the pulpit of Centenary Church began.first as 


 @ petition to be signed by many members of 


that church, but owingto the fact that a 
great many members refused to signit the 
petition finally took the form of a personal 
letter signed by four gentlemen, in whicha 
request was made that the sermon be not de- 
livered. 

THE SERMON WILL BE DELIVERED. 

The movement has-failed of success for the 
reason that Dr. Carradine takes the stand 
taken by those who refused to sign the 
petition, viz.: That it was due to him and to 
the public that he should make a full and 

_Gefinite statement of his position in the 
-matter. Having remained silent under 
attacks and misapprehension of his 
motives in charging the fraternal orders with 
exercising an evil influence in the community, 
the pastor of Centenary feels that a complete 
and final statement should be made by him- 

‘self, after which he is prepared to drop the 
subject if allowed to do so. 

In the meantime Dr. Carradine has been in 
receipt this week of numerous letters from 
all parts of the country indorsing his 
position and furnishing the proofs upon 
which he largely depends to sustain him in 

_the conflict, as a confirmation of his 
belief that his own pastoral experi- 
ence has not brought him jn contact with 
merely exceptional instances of the detri- 
mental influence exerted by the fraternal 
society system. These letters will doubtless 
hoe used in evidence in the course of the 
sermon to be delivered to-morrow morning. 
Dr. Carradine has also determined to dissolve 
his connection with the Knights of Honor, the 
-only fraternal order to which he belongs. 
This action is not intended asa reflection 
upon the order from which the pastor of Cen- 
tenary retiresin stripping for his decisive 
struggle in the fraternal society crusade, but 
is taken for ‘‘reasons’’ that will appear in his 
statement from Centenary pulpit.

But to-morrow it 
is probable that my charges will take a 
broader scope under the necessity of explain- 
ing my position, andif they do, I ‘wish the 
public to understand that Iam following the 
dictates of my own conscience,that I am obey- 
ing my individual sense of duty, and that 
Iam seeking to reach the truth, and nothing 
but thetruth.

WITHDRAWS FROM THE KNIGHTS OF HONOR. 

**T have also resolved to sever my connec- 
tion with the Knights of Honor for reasons 
that willappear in the course of my state- 
ment. There is no reflection whatever upon 
that order in my action, and I donot care to 
discuss it beyond stating that it will be made 
plain why I do so. I am making no 
attack upon any particular order. I am in 
fact making no attack upon any system. I am 
trying to throw light upon a question which, 
like all other questions, has two sides to it. 
Why anyone should fear the light, or why 
there should be any objections to my 
pointing out certain evils if I know 
those evils to exist, I can’t understand.

THE FINANCIAL STATUS. 


THE BANK OF FRANCE ASKS THE RE- 
TURN OF THE GOLD LOANED. 


The New York Stock Market Firm, With 
Prospects of an Advance—A Favorable 


Bank Statement—Cut in the Union| 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—The talk of Wall street 
isof a decidedly bullish nature, but there 
seems to be no possibility of an immediate 
rise of stocks.. The bulls are; however, con- 
tentefi to hold prices at or near their present 
figures, confident that if a break is prevented 
during the next ten days that an advance is 
sure tooccur. The feature of the market was 
the smallamount of stock offered for sale. 
No one who is not obliged to sell is willing to 
do so at present figures, and one of the most 
cncouraging symptoms of the financial situa- 
tion is the fact that so many holders are able 
to wait for better times, and are not com- 
pelled to sell their stock for what it will 

DISAPPOINTED BEARS. 

The bears who have been operating for a 
decline after. the ist of January have had 
their plans upset by the tightness with which 
stock has been sold and by the impossibility 
of borrowing any large amounts. Had they 
been able to throw large blocks on the mar- 
ket the probabilities are that a disastrous 
break would have occurred, as thousands of 
small holders, unable to make 
their margins good, would have 
been obliged to sell, and while 
there is enough money obtainable to hold 
prices at their present figure, and to engineer 
a slight advance,it is more than doubtful 
whether those who have been sustaining 
stocks could have mustered sufficient means 
to check a decline had large blocks been sold. 

PURCHASES ON MARGIN. — 

The general resumption by brokers of mar- 
gin purchases has added very great strength 
to the bull side, as small speculators are 
nearly universally operating foran advance. 
The difficulty that will be encountered before 
prices reach anything like the figures that 
were prevalent before the break is that 
an immense amount of ‘stock will have 
to be purchased at a few points above present 
quotations. There are thousands who are 
only anxious to get out as soon as they can 
do so without loss. Until thisclass of holders 
has been given an opportunity of getting out, 
speculation cannot resume its usual course. 
Every effort to advance prices has been met 
by a flood of stocks which has sharply 
stopped the bull movement. These stocks 
are nearly all in the hands of those who 
bought them for a rise, were caught in the 
fall, and are anxious to realize as soonas it 
can be done without heavy loss. 

THE MARKET INACTIVE. 

Avery large amountof money will be re- 
quired to take up this stock,and the pros- 
pects for any considerable advance at present 
are by nomeans good. But it is predicted 
that the general movement will be upwards, 
although the daily variations are likely to be 
smiall. Such stock as has been purchased 
within the last few days has, asarule, gore 
into the hands of those able to hold it, and the 
amount of loose stock is being steadily de- 
creased, But no movement ip either an up- 
ward or adownward direction is anticipatd 
at once, the market being held as in a vise by 
the unwillingness of holders to _ sell 
at lower figures, and their readi- 
ness to let goata slight advance. Movement 
is thus paralyzed, and the general impression , 
is that this condition of affairs will be main- 
tained until after the middle of the month. 
Avseries gf failures, either financial or com- 
mercial, would produce a decline by forcing 
sales for liquidation, but it is believed that 
this danger has beén passed. 

AN UPWARD MOVEMENT. 

The bears in the stock market made another 
demonstration against the list at the opening 
this morning and caused the opening of some 
stocks at lower figures than prevailed last 
evenim, Louisville & Nashville being the 
most conspicuous with a loss of % percent, 
while most of the list were slightly higher, 
New York Central being up 5s percent. The 
strength of the market immediately 
became apparent, however, and thé loss in 
Louisville & Nashville was recovered inside 
the hour while other stocks showed slight 
gains and Lackawanna was again remarkably 
strong, rising 1% percent to 134%. The up- 
ward movement made little progress after 
that time, while the market became less anli- 
mated late inthe hour. Atll o’clock it was 
quiet though firm at about the best prices 
reached, 

THE BANK STATEMENT. 

At noon money was easy a®3 percent. Bar 
rilver, 104%. 

The stock market at 11 o’clock fellaway 
from the vest prices, but showed no special 
feature, with Lackawanna, Louisville and 
Union Pacific leading in the activity. After

WAIT A FEW DAYS. 

Mr. Ahle was asked what his new informa- 
tion was, but refused to say anything very in- 
teresting on the subject. 

‘*Will you not show your letters from Mrs. 
Woodworth?’’ was asked. 

‘*Not for the present.’’ 

‘*fo whom does your information refer?’’ 

‘*To the people now in charge of the Wood- 
worth congregation, There is gross misman- 
agement in the affairs.’’ 

‘‘In what way?’’ — 

‘*This is not the proper time to speak. We 
are expecting Mrs. Woodworth here at the 
present and when she comes there will be a 
good old-fashioned shaking up of dry bones 
in the skeleton closet up on Fourteenth and 
Lucas.’’ 

‘*What will you charge?’’ 

**As the papers are not ready for submis- 
sion, I will not say anything at present. But 
I will say that I have been in St, Louis 
for the past twenty years and do 
not intend to be bulldozed out of standing in 
the community by a man like Douglas. There 
is going to be trouble—no end of trouble. My 
friends have been aiding m the result 
is that a mass of evidence has been collected 
that will astonish the congregation when 
they are read,’’ 

‘*‘What does Mrs. 
letters?’’ 

‘*That will be made public at the same time 
the other information is given. When 
this mine is sprung there will cer- 
tainly be weeping, walling and gnash- 
ing ofteeth.

He 
said that from the tenor of Mrs. Woodworth’s 
letters he would be replaced in his former 
good standing when she returns. 

‘*But should I not be,’’ said he, ‘‘I willtake 
my own action. Mr. Wheeldon and myself 
have many supporters and friends among the 
workers,’’ which is supposed to mean that a 
revoit will take place. 

THEY ARE BAD, BAD MEN. 

At his study in the church at Fourteenth 
and Lucas place, Rev. A. Douglas, who sus- 
pended the young men, was seen, and when 
shown the card, his small black eyes snapped 
fire, his lips twitched nervously, as though 
excited. Heretained his composure, how- 
ever, and talked calmly and collectedly over 
the matter.

These men 
are growing desperate in their desire for pro- 
motion and power. They attempt to throw 
mud at me because I stand intheirway. I 
have had constant trouble with these fellows 
and if they shoot the first gun I will feel justi- 
fled in shooting back. When the case is given 
to the public I will be ready with my defense. 
Let me show you a letter from Mrs. Wood- 
worth in regard to the matter.’’ 

The letter referred to contains this passage: 

‘We all send our regards to Sister Bissell 
(a co-worker of Rev. Douglas), whois s.and- 
ing so nobly by you and the work. God bless 
you both. Hold the reins in your hands,’’ 

‘*This,’’ continued Mr. Douglas, ‘‘was 
written to. me before I had communicated 
with Mrs. Woodworth regarding the trouble, 
Mr. W. J. Floyd wrote toMrs. Woodworth 
and received a letter indorsing. my course in 
this matter. This letter was read to the con- 
gregation. One of the champions of the op- 
position grossly insulted me during the meet- 
ing New Year evening, but I did not notice it. 
His speech was uncalled forand very much 
out of place during the presentation.’’

-LINEMEN’S. NEGLIGENCE. 


IT WAS THE CAUSE OF HANLON’S DEATH 
AND OTHER ACCIDENTS. 


Inexperienced Men Intrusted With Re- 
sponsible Work Charged With Bringing 
About the Dangerous Condition of the 
Overhead System. 


The killing of John Hanlon, the lineman. 
by electricity yesterday at Fourth and Olive 
Streets, and the narrow escape from death of 


® Mr. Peters at Fourth and Chestnut streets 


3 Year’s day, has aroused public indig- 


mation to a pitch never reached before in this 


‘matter of overhead wires. The criminal 
carelessness of the electric light linemen who 
make connections and leave the wires bare, 
near the poles Where the other line men may 
touch them and drop off to their death, 
is the subject of the greatest censure. 
This act is compared to that 
ofan employe in a dynamite cartridge fac- 
tory who would leave explosives under the 
feet of his fellow-workmen, the only differ- 
ence being that the workmen would be com- 
pelled to leave for parts unknown or be 
handled with justice and dispatch 
by his fellow -laborers while in 
this case the lineman is unknown 
andremains unpunished. Electricians who 
have watched the stringing of wires in this 
city and who are aware of the present condi- 
tion of the overhead wires say that the first 
rain of two or three days, or fog, or sleet will 
bring about trouble in the electric systems 
here which will *° not end in 
the-- death of a lineman or 
haps several, but will extend 
to the public and serious results may be 
looked for. The Municipal Electric Light 
Oo., the Missouri Electric Light Co. and the 
Laclede Gas-light Co. are in possession of the 
plants and wires of all the old companies 
which operated in this -city before the con- 
solidation. Many miles of the wire used by 
the former companies are old and the insu- 
lation is rotting away. 
ROTTEN INSULATION, 

In many places down town the outer cover- 
ing of the wires can be rubbed off by the yard 
with a stick, While in other places it is 
so rotten the insulation drops off with 
each strong wind, leaving the wire 
as bare as when it came from 
the machine. As the copper corrodes and 
turns black, these bare patches are hardly 
noticable. Besides this the class of wire 
which has been put up this year and which is 
still being strung, though not the cheapest 
grade, isby no means the best, and the 
slightest moisture in the air, a_ slight 
rain or damp snow penetrates the 


- COvVering and the insulation fails to perform 


its duty. The three companies mentioned 


.,.areconstantly at work’ repairing these old: 
» Wnesand replacing them with new wire, but 


the progress is hardly noticeable,and in some 
cases the repairs made are so poorly done 
that they are more dangerous than the orig- 
inal. The large demand for linemen has 
exhausted the supply ofexperienced men, 
and laborers, who have never ‘‘strung a 
line,’’ are put to work doling what should be 
entrusted only tothe most experienced hands. 
lt is these ‘‘butchers in the business,’’ as the 
old linemen call them, that are causing the 
trouble, combined with the really serious 
condition of the overhead system. 

An electrician connected with a company 
carrying small currents of harmless wires, 
said this morning: ‘‘The position of the small 
current wires to those carrying 
heavy currents is just like a 
man in a light buggy driving out 
on the boulevard. He meets a heavy coal 
‘wagon. Ile does not try to run over the coal 
wagon or remove it, but gets out of 
the way for his own protection. These line- 
men stringing heavy wires jump in on poles 
where they have no right and place their 
wires where they please, knowing we cannot 
harm them with our current. They place 
them withinafew inches of our lines, and 
when the currentis put on-we get in trouble. 
Then we go over the line, find the seat 
of the trouble, and instead of moving 
the offending wire we move our own. If we 
did otherwise the ‘heavy’ men would come 
around and put their wires back again. 
There its no help for us and the proximity ofa 
heavy wire toa small one without insulation 
is always dangerous as no one expects a 
heavy currenton a small wire while they 
handlea big one with care. That is why 
you never hear of the electric light 
linemen being shocked. They know their 
wire and are careful. The small 
wire men oh the other hand Knowing they 
cannot be harmed by their n wire handle 
it pees please. It is only\when they drag 

er a bare spotona heavily charged wire 
orit becomes crossed with one miles away

A FIEND’S DEED. 


The Horrible Story Told by an Abducted 
Child. 


WATERTOWN,N. Y., Jan. 3.—The excitement 
continuesjintense inthis section over thefab- 
duction of the 10-year-old daughter of Bray- 
ton Hungerford of this city by a former hired 
man named Reed. After beinginthe brute’s 
clutches half a night andall day she appeared 
at her grandfather’s home in this city: at 6 
o’clock last evening with her clothes torn 
and disarranged and in a serious state of 
nerdousness. Her story revealed a most 
shocking crime perpetrated by her abductor. 

Reed appeared at the farm house where the 
girl was visiting at 12 o’clock Thursday night 
and said the child’s grandmother had died 
and her mother was dying and calling for her 
child. She was awakened, dressed and bun- 
dled up and started off with Reed. Soon after 
starting she became afraidof him and at- 
tempted to jump opt of the sleigh, but he 
seized her arm and held her, telling her that 
if she cried out he would kill her, and that 
she must go with him. They trav- 
eled thus to the city and through the 
city by back streets to the country again 
where abouta mile from town he founda 
place suited to his purpose. He never re- 
leased his hold on the girl’s arm, but stepped 
from the cutter, took a lap robe, and blanket, 
pulled the girl out and then started the 
stolen horse toward the city. 
It was not yet daylight and 
no one saw them as he dragged the girlintoa 
barn and up the stairs into a hay loft where 
he spread the blanketand robe and prepared 
tospend the night. The girl was frightened 
into silence by threatsof deathand by the 
rough hands of the brute clutching her 
throat. . 

In the morning when the farmer came to 
feed his stock he kept her silent by whisper- 
ing threats of instant death and by frequent 
choking. They were there all day without 
food and with garments soaked by the rain 
which had fallen during the trip the 
night before. When dark came last 
night he led the child out of 
the barn and walked with her down the road 
into the city and along the street where her 
grandfather lives, going almost to the house. 
With a final threat that if she told any one of 
what he had done he would kill. her, he left 
her and ran away. 

The police and some citizens are searching 
for himanda reward is offered for his cap- 
ture. He tolda former employer that his 
mother lives at Buffalo, and that he is a wid- 
ower with several children. He was hired at 
Middletown, N. Y., by the child’s father to 
help with a drove of horses and was liked so 
well he. has found employment here ever 
since.

The cold wave is 
here in force, and dispatches from all points 
at the headquarters report the waters rapidly 
receding. 
Thousands of Snowballs. 

YorK, Pa., Jan. 3.—The residents of Wash- 
ington Township, this county, were surprised 
last Monday morning to see the ground cov- 
ered with thousands of snowballs. They 
were of assorted sizes and surprised the 
farmers. Many thought it was the work of 
boys, but when the fence corners were found 
tobe full of them,and ditches and hollow 
places filled with themthe people began to 
think they were dumped there bythe cart 
load. Theinnocent looking snowballs were 
closely scrutinized by knowing ones, who 
shook their heads, and in cautious words at- 
tributed the phenomenon to some mysterious 
power. At sunrise, however, the mystery 
was solved. The wind arose and new’ Dalls 
began to be formed. They went rolling down 


} every little decline, propelled by the wind. 


‘The balls were as round and perfectly formed 
as the genuine hand-made article. Last Fri- 
day about four inches of snow fell in this sec- 
tion, was followed by alight rain, forming a 
crust oficeonthe snow. On Sunday night 
about an inch more of snow fell, which was as 
dry and lightasdown. The wind then sent 
this ight snow scurrying along on its icy bed, 
forming it into myriads of balls around the 
pieces of the broken snow crust. 


Thirty-Six Hours of Suffering. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—Ten men working on the 
new water-supply tunnel at the crib, four 
miles out in the lake, underwent thirty -six 
hours of great suffering during the storm 
which ended last evening. The waves, 
swept high by the wind, dashed 
on the scant buildings all of 
New Year’s nightand yesterday and drove 
the poor fellows from place to place drenched 
to the skin. The waves wereso high a land- 
ing could not be made. They will be taken 
off to-day. The waves washed the structure 
ofthe two-milecrib away and wrecked the 
bridge from the four-mile cribto the break- 
water.

The Inhuman Work of Vigilantes 
Washington. 

DAYTON, Wash,, Jan. 3.~Burris, the youth- 
ful printer, who was arrested here last weck 
for complicity in the burglaries, was taken by 
vigilantes Wednesday night to the suburbs 
and nearly killed in an effort to extort a con- 
fession from him, He was strung up three 
timesin succession. He declared he knew 
nothing of the robberies and begged to be 
killed. Finally the vigilantes tarred and 
feathered him and warned him toleave town. 
He refuses, and it is feared the vigilantes will 
kill him, as they are running the town.

Capt. Forsythe’s Murderers. 

MACON, Ga., Jan. 3.—The trial of the Dodge 
County conspirators for the murder of Capt. 
Forsythe, in the United States Court, closed 
Yesterday so far as the evidence is concerned 
and will probably be given to the jury to-day, 
orassoonas the lawyers get through with 
theirarguments. Of the defendants in the 
case, Col. Luther A. Hall is a distinguished 
lawyer and has frequently served in the 
State Legislature, while another, Col. Lan- 
caster, is High Sheriff of Dodge County. The 
remaining three are the tools of the two 
mentioned. This is one of the cases in which 
the courts inflicts the death penalty. 


Two Convicts Pardoned. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 3.—Jerome S. 
Johnson, sentenced in October, 1882, to twen- 
ty-five years inthe penitentiary for murder 
in the second degree, and A. J. McGinnis, also 
sentenced in 1882 to the same term for a sim- 
ilar crime, were pardoned yesterday hy Gov. 
Francis on recommendations from the in- 
spector and prison physician_stating that 
they were in bad health. JohnsSon’s pardon 
was on condition that he leave the State. 


Bogus Divorce Lawyers. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 3.—W. H. Butner, the 
bogus Cook County (Ill.) divorce lawyer, was 
again arraigned inthe Police Court to-day. 
He offered to plead guilty to grand larceny, 
but this plea was refused and a complaint of 
forgery was made against him. As yet he has 
not been able to obtain bail. 


Mamie Starr’s Sentence. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—Judge Driggs to-day 
overruled the application of Mamie Starr, 
who poisoned the Newland family, for a new 
trial and sentenced her to life imprisonment. 
After the announcement of the decision the 
girl fainted twice and there was great excite- 
ment in the court-room. 


HONORABLY ACQUITTED. 


The Investigation of Dr. Steinmetz in the 
Mayor’s Office. 


The investigation of Steinmetz of the City 
Dispensary onthe charge of negligence by 
the Lindell Railway Co. took place in the 
Mayor’s office this forenoon and resulted in 
the honorable discharge of the doc- 
tor. It seems that one of the conductors ofthe 
railway company was injured by an electric 
motor on Twentieth street and Washington 
avenue several nightsago and was removed 
in a police patrol wagon tothe City Dispens- 
ary andthat Dr. Brokaw then ordered his 
removalto 8t. John’s Hospital, but that it 
was over two hours before the am- 
bulance &rrived there with him. It was 
proven at thg official investigation this morn- 
ing that only one ambulance was used by the 
Health Department at night, that it was ab- 
sent at the time the inju-ed conductor was 
brought there, and that when it came it had 
to make a trip to the City Hospital 
with another injured man before it could be 
used for the conductor. In the meantime 
the wounded man was Kept insensible by the 
administration of opiates. The railway com- 
pany withdrew their charges upon the pres- 
entation of these facts. ; 


BANKER KEAN. 


Preliminary Hearing on the Charge of Em- 
bezzlement. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 3.—The preliminary hearing 
of ex-Banker §. A.. Kean on the charge of em- 
bezzlement of $1,150 from depositor W. W. 
Royer was up before Justice Hamburger this 
morning. Mr. Royer testified that he depos- 
ited $1,150 on the day of the failure, Dec. 5; 
that he demanded the return of his money, 
after the doors of the bank were closed and, 
being refused, he swore out the warrant on 
which Kean was arrested. After the examin- 
ation of several other witnesses further hear- 
ingof the «ase was postponed until next 
Wednesday. The proceedings against Cash- 
ier Warne was dismissed, Justice Hamburger 
stating that he had heard no testimony to 
show that Warne was anything more than an 
employe. 


; Will Test the Law. 


WASHINGTON, D.C., Jan. 3.—Judge Hartig 
B. Morse of Denver is inthe city, and he will 
start to-night for Philadelphia to test the law 
demonetizing silver. He will present a bar 
of silver to the United States Mint and request 
thatit be coined into silver dollars. If the 
director refuses he will apply tothe court for 
a writ of mandamus compelling himto show 
cause why he should not coin the metal.Judge 
Morse is a mine owner himself, but he also 
represents others. 


Sues a Second Time for Divorce. 


Mrs. Emiiie Kaerth to-day applied to the 
Circuit Court for a divorce from her husband, 
Louis Kaerth, They were married Nov.

THE RAILROAD WORLD. 


SECOND CLASS FARE REDUCED FROM 
BOSTON TO CHICAGO. 


A Cut in Salaries—The Omaha Bridge Fight 
—Putting in a Derailing Switch From 
Chicago to New Orleans—A Difficulty 
Adjusted. 


Boston, Mass., Jan. 3.—To-day the Boston 
& Maine makes a further reduction of 75 cents 
in second-class fare from Boston to Chicago. 
The Boston & Maine still adhere to their old 
position that they are entitled toa $1.25 differ- 
ential over the Fitchburg on the second-class 
passenger business which they send West via 
Montreal or Norwood. The Fitchburg stoutly 
maintains that the Boston & Maine is entitled 
to a differential of only 50 cents on such busi- 
ness, and every time the Boston & Maine has 
dropped its tariff to Chicago by 75 cents the 
Fitchburg has come down to within 50 cents 
of the figures. This latest reduction of the 
Boston & Maine makes the, second-class fare 
from Boston to Chicago $11.75. 


The Omaha Bridge Fight. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 38.—The local agent of 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific road says that 
under his company’s contract with the Union 
Pacific, which goes into effect Sunday next, 
he will undertake to run the Chicago train 
over the Union Pacific bridge into this city 
unless the latter road locks the switches or 
takes somie other méans of preventing it. 

PUT IN A DERAILING SWITCH. 

BEATRICE, Neb., Jan. 5.—The Union Pacific 
Railroad, presumably anticjpating that the 
Rock Island might attempt to start a train 
from this city toward Omaha over the Omaha 
Beatrice Line and thus forcea passage over 
the bridge at that point, has put ina derail- 
ing switch at the intersection of the two 
roads inthis city and has placed a constant 
guard over it. 

CONTEMPT CASES CONTINUED. 

On application of the defendants the con- 
tempt cases, growing out of the bridge in- 
junction, was this morning continued inthe 
District Court until Tuesday next. The in- 
junction case is set for hearing in the Federa 
Court Monday. ' 


Mason City’s Luck. 


MASON City, Io., Jan. 8.—To-day it was an- 
nounced that the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Rallroad Co. had determined to establish 
a general passenger and freight department 
of that road in this city governing this line of 
work on their divisions of the Milwaukee sys- 
tem in this vicinity. Geo. W. Peak of Chicago 
has been appointed as head of this depart- 
ment and arrived in the city with a corps of 
assistants. This move has created a great 
deal of surprise tothe officials of the other 
four roads centering here. 


Reduction in Salaries. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 3.—An Omaha (Neb.) 
special says: Although not yet formally issued 
an order has been prepared at Union Pacific 
headquarters here for a reduction fn salaries 
of the general agents and clerks of from 15 to 
25 percent. It is understood that the reduc- 
tion in the case of higher officials will be even 
greater, and that the salary of the company’s 
general agent in New York will be cut down 50 
per cent.

THE PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX. 


The present system of taxation for State 
and local purposes in Illinois and Missouri, 
as well asin most of the other States, is 
certainly a most unscientific and unjust 
imposition of unequal burdens. As a prop- 
erty tax it falls almost entirely upon real 
estate and the live stock, implements and 
products of industry. It does not touch 
incomes or inheritances and fails to reach 
those forms of personal property which 
constitute the vast wealth of the usurers 
and plutocrats. It gives them every tax- 
dodging facility they need and guarantees 
them big pay and immunity from punish- 
ment for any little false swearing they may 
find necessary in evading their lawful 


| share of taxation. 


But it does not follow that this bad sys- 
tem can be improved by abolishing the 
personal property taxes. They are odious 
and unequal only because they are une- 
qually enforced so as to favor the dishonest 
and the escape of those who are best able to 
bear the burden. We ought to amend 
their operation in this respect certainly, 
and if thatis not practicable abolish the 
entire system and substitute another insur- 
ing Better and cheaper collection and a 
. equal distribution of burdens

It would exempt all the forms 
of accumulated capital except land values, 
and make the poorest laborer as big a tax- 
payer as the greatest capitalist.

Competitive Examination.

1854-5 by a commission of which Sir Stafford 
Northcote and the other eminent men were 
members. Before that the civil service 
of the United Kingdom had been nothing but 
‘*a system of out-door relief for the younger 
sons of the British aristocracy.’’ The re- 
forms proposed by that commission and 
adopted by Parliament for the first time 
threw the service open, as it has since re- 
mained, to any man, regardless of rank or 
influence, who could show his merit. We 
have no aristocracy, but our civil service has 
been a system of out-door relief for -the 
henchmen of politicians. Competitive ex- 
aminations permit men whocan show suffi- 
cient qualification to enter the public service 
without paying tribute to anybody. They are 
emphatically in the interest of the people, 
and they are not derived from any barbarous 
country, but from the seat of enlightenment 
and progress.

CuHIcAGO, Ill., Jan. 3.—A special dispatch 
from St. Paul says; The refusal of President 
Donnelly at the closing session of the Min- 
nesota Farmers’ Alliance to provide in his 
new constitution for the election of dele- 
gates to the National meeting to be held in 
Omaha in a few weeks, is regarded by many 
of the delegates as a well-contrived plan to 
swing the Minnesota Alliance into adopting 
the methods of the Southern wing of the 
organization. 

National Lecturer Ashby of Des Moines, Io., 
who has taken an active part in the three 
days’ session of the Minnesota Alliance, says: 
‘*The constitution was not legally adopted 
and the Minnesota Alliance has not a legal 
organization. In my opinion, the State will 
be reorganized as the true alliance men wiil 
never submit to having this grand organiza- 
tion disrupted for the promotion of the 
political intrigues of any man.’’ 

In regard to the question of sending dele- 
gates tothe National Convention Mr. Ashby 
said: ‘‘J. J, Furlong of Austin, and myself 
are members of the National Executive Com- 
mittee and will appoint delegates to the 
Omaha convention.’’ 

More than two-thirds ofthe delegates had 
left Newmarket Hall when the constitution 
was adopted. They now vow that they will 
not submit to it, andit seems probable that 
Minnesota will have two alliances ee 
recognition by the National body. 

Drumming Up Senators. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 3.—The news that 
Senator Ingalls had started eastward was re- 
ceived with some enthusiasm by the friends 
of the election billin the Senate. The an- 
nouncement had been made that Mr. In- 
galls intended to remain in Topeka until 
the Legislature had elected his successor, and 
the Republican managers were very much 
afraid that they would not havea quorum of 
Republican Senators here next week. Sena- 
tor Paddock has notified Mr. Hoar that he 
cannot ‘be here next week, and Senator 
Squire also has announced his_ inten- 
tion to remain in the West for a week 
or more. Mr. Paddock’s engagement is for 
a business meeting, while Mr. Squireis look- 
ing after his ferices in Washington. Urgent 
telegrams have been sent to them and they 
may be persuaded toreturn. Every Republi- 


week as it not unlikely an effort will be made 
to ‘‘sit out’’ the election bill, and the Demo- 
cratic Senators can be counted on to break a 
quorum if possible by absenting themselves 
from the chamber.

Chicago Ballot Reform League. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Jan. 3.—A preliminary meet- 
ing, to effect a permanent organization of the 
Chicago Ballot Reform League, was held last 
night, a number of prominent citizens being 
present. Aconstitution was adopted by the 
meeting, which declares that the objects of 
the league ‘‘shall be to employ all honorable 
and lawful means to secure for the city of 
Chicago and the Stateof Illinois what is 
known as the Australian ballot.’’ The 
draft of the bill to be intro- 
duced in the Illinois Legislature 
at its next meeting was considered. 
The bill is modeled afterthe Minnesota one, 
with some changes providing for three tick- 
ets, red, white and blue in color, correspond- 
ing to the colors of the ballot boxes, to be 
prepared by the State, county and city offi- 
cers. The reformers agreed that the present 
city election law was a bad one and the pri- 
mary system was denounced as ‘‘infamous 
gutter snipe politics, in which lay the found- 
ation of the evils in the body politic.’’ Some 
methods were suggested totake the place of 
primaries, but nothing definite was agreed | 
upon. Judge Tuley was elected president and 
Charles Bary corresponding secretary.

THE WIRE TAPPER. 


Story of the Capture of Jeffries at Oakland 
Station, Md. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Jan. 3.—When Frank B. 
Jeffries, who was charged 
wires leading to the Arlington Race Track, 
was arraigned in the Police Court Capt. 
Freeburger of the detective force told the 


story of the capture. He said that Manager 
Bloxham of the Western Union Co. com- 
plained to him that the wires had been cut 
between this city and Arlington, Baltimore 
County, about 100 yards east of Oakland Sta- 
tion on the Western Maryland Railroad. In 
company with Mr. Bloxham, several of his 
linemen and Detectives Hall, Ho- 
gan, Zebold, Hagen and Pointer, she 
traced the wire to a two-story 
cottage near the station. The wire ran 
under the front door of the house. The Cap- 
tain broke apen the front door and followed 
the wire into the parlor of the house, where it 
ran along the floor to the chimney, up which 
it went. In company with the detectives, 
witness went up stairs and forced open the 
door of the second-story bedroom, which is 
directly over the parlor. When they entered 
they found the prisoner, Jeffries, standing in 
the center of the floor. He was dazed by the 
entrance of the officers, and made no resist- 
ance. He was placed in custody. The wire 
was discovered running through the chimney 
hole in the other room, where it con- 
nected with the instruments, two in 
number. A battery of 4 cells was 
found in the apartment. On the prisoner 
were found several letters and papers, one a 
receipt from George Numsen,the owner of the 
cottage, for one month’s rent. The letters 
were unsigned and were all addressed to Jef- 
fries at the Howard House in this city, where 
he boarded. They were evidently from the 
principal in the wire tapping scheme, for 
they gave him directions how to proceed and 
whatto doin certain matters. They were 
writtenina racy styleand contained many 
suggestions tothe accused in regard to the 
business In hand, but no direct expressions. 
One of them read like this: 

**FRED—Stay where you are. Use the wire 
as if you owned it. Remain at place until I 
send.’’ 

Another spoke of the lack of interest of 
some third party in the scheme. 
Bloxham of the Western Union testified that 
he had been on the lookout for wire tappers 
for several weeks. He had accompanied 
Capt. Freeburger to the cottage where the in- 
struments were found, had operated and 
communicated with the pool rooms and re- 
ceived replies. He found the batt@ries in good 
condition. Jeffries, under instructions of his 
counsel, refused to make any statement. At 
the conclusion of the testimony Justice Hobbs 
committed him in $1,000 bail for the Criminal 
Court. The prisoner had no bailto offer and 
he was held. He is not re- 
garded by the authorities as 
the principal in the matter, but 
merely as an employe of one or more indl- 
viduals who are interested in a scheme toin- 
tercept and alter telegrams to and from 
Arlington in the interest of speculators in 
horse racing. A similar case was succéss- 
fully worked up by Capt. Freeburger and his 
force last August when the house, No..7ll 
West Franklin, was broken into and a mign 
who gave the name of Terry Wadham 
caught in the act of telegraph- 
ing. ,A full set of instruments_ was 
captured atthe time. Connection had been 
made from up in front of the house. Wad- 
ham was released on bail for court, but fled 
the State and his bail was forfeited. He has 
not since been heard from. 


RARE BOOKS AND CURIOS. 


The Brayton Ives Collection to Be Offered 
for Sale. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 38.—The announcement 
that Mr. Brayton Ives’ large collection of 
Oriental porcelains, ivories and rare books 
and manuscripts isto be sold bythe Amer- 
ican Art Association next March will arouse 
uncommon interest among collectors of two 
continents, for some of Mr. Ives’ treasures 
are unique. He has beena collector and not 
a speculator in rarities. The whole collec- 
tion is valued at more than $500,000. In 
Oriental porcelains and jade the collection 
does not excel some in this city or that.of 
Mr. Walters of Baltimore, but con- 
sidering that Mr. Ives only began to collect 
about twelve years ago he has done wonders. 
He has been represented at every important 
sale of art curios in the last ten years and 


| has been credited with buying many of the 


rarest pieces. The famous ‘‘Peach-blow 
Vase’’ was said to have tempted him to the 
extent of $10,000, but he did not getit. All 
together he has added about five hundred 
pieces, including a few of rare San de Boeuf 
glaze and some of the porcelains said to have 
been made only for the Emperor of China. 
The secrets of making such ware have been 
lost for hundreds of years, even in China, so 
that specimens are steadily growing more 
costly. Mr. Ives’ collection of jade and of 
ivories is said to be second in this country only 
to that of Mr. Heber R. Bishop. The most 
valuable part of Mr. Ives’ treasures will, how- 
ever, be found among the books. In 1885 
he bought from the late Hamilton Cole the 
Guttenburg Bible, also known as the Mazarin 
Bible. This is the first copy of the Bible 
| printed from type, and was printed by Gut- 
|tenburg about the middie of the fifteenth 
‘century. It is abig, ponderous folio, the 
| largest copy of the Bible known. Mr. Ives’ 
|copy is still bound in the immense wooden 
| covers, strengthened with pigskin and iron 
| knobs. It was probably chained to some 
monastery desk for hundreds of years. Mr. 
| Cole bought it for $8,000 in 1879 and sold it to 
|Mr. Ives for $15,500 in 1885. The only other 
| copy in this country isin the Lenox Library. 
The cofiection is rich in first editions of the 
classics.

MISS HANNA M. CASE TEACHING PHYSI- 
CAL CULTURE HERE. 


A Disciple of Miss Mabel Jenness Training 
St. Lonis Women in Her System of De- 
velopment—How Miss Oase Studied 
Anatomy—Her Methods.

Most of our exercises are for 
the muscles of the neck and about the ‘vital 
organs, muscles that ordinarily have little 
exercise. This is one of them. It is the only 
one in which the pupil is aliowed to relax the 
proper pose in standing.’’ 

From the waist upward her bogy was re- 
laxed; she bent forward, then slowly turned, 
describing'a circle with her head while her 
feet remained firmly planted on the floor. 

**All of our exercises are done slowly,’’ she 
said, ‘‘and that one especially. I will guar- 
antee that asacure for dyspepsia. Weare 
sometimes called upon to prescribe ex- 
ercises for invalids, and I had to 
make special preparation for my work 
on that account. After my course in Miss 
Jenness’ school in New York I came back to 
St. Louis, and studied anatomy and physi- 
ology in the Homeopathic Medical College on 
Cass avenue. No, it wasn’t very difficult. 
There were some unpleasant features. I 
thought that the girls would have a separate 
dissecting room from the men, but we did 
not. There were about sixty men and thir- 
teen girls in the dissecting class. The other 
girls were studying medicine. I only took the 
course in anatomy and physiology, I wanted 
to understand my own body and I wanted to 
know the uses and relations of its parts. 

‘*l am now the instructorin Miss Jenness’ 
schoolin the system. Our fall term is meh 
and I came home for the holidays. I §s 
remain during January and will havea small 
class of lddies who are interested. We will 
have exercises in correct standing and 
walking, going up and down stairs, correct 
breathing and for the overcoming of physi- 
cal defects. The Delsarte system, which 
has many beautiful exercises has suf- 
fered a great deal from the 
teachings of persons who have taken 
two lessons from some one who took six les- 
sons from some one who took twelve lessons 
from some one who knew something about it. 
But I do expect to teach inthe short time 
enough of the system to benefit my pupils.’’ 

WEARING OF CORSETS DISCOURAGED. 

In the exercises corsets are not worn. Miss 
Jenness, as does her more famous sister, Mrs. 
Jenness-Miller, discourages the wearing of 


the corset, and advocates the dress re- 


form which puts the burden of a 
woman’s clothes upon her shoulders, and 
frees her legs from the enwrapping skirt. 
For exercising the costume recommended is 
a short accordion pleated skirt (reaching a 
little below the knee) and a loose waist with 
yoke and full sleeves. In this costume every 
part of the body is moved with ease, the 
cork-screw, the bends and the movements of 
the limbs are made without difficulty, 


THE DEADLY WIRES. 


Two Horses Electrocuted and Their Driver 
Terribly Shocked. 


NEW YorK, Jan. 3.—Two valuable horses 
belonging to James H. Van Ness, a milkman 
in Irvington, N. J., were electrocuted near 
the corner of Ferry and East Mechanic street, 
Newark, yesterday morning. Mr. Van Ness, 


dazed him for several minutes, and tempor- 
arily seemed to paralyze his left arm and 
side. He had driven into a little alley 
according to custom of years for the 
purpose of making a short cut to Ferry street 
when both horses reared and dropped to the 
ground. Believing they had slipped on the

Acrowd quickly 
collected and it was ascertained that the 
horses had been killed by stepping upon an 
}electric light wire which, with other wires, 
was trailing in the slush ‘in the alley and in 
the street near by. The flesh above'one of 
the fetlocks of one of the horses was burning 
and threw out a sickening odor. Mr. 
Van Ness was restored to consciousness 
after several minutes of vigorous rubbing. 
Five ends of broken wire were dangling from 
a pile just above the dead horses. Electric 
light, telephone and telegraph linemen vis- 
ited the scene but none of- them would say 
what they thought sent the deadly current tn 
the horses. A gentleman who lives in the 
vicinity of the accident and was an eye wit- 
ness said in his opinion the horses were killed 
by an electric light wire. Philip Jackson, a 
member of the Newark Electric Light & 
Power Co., said last night that in his opinion 
a telephone wire did the killing, but that it 
was primarily caused by contact with one of 
the electric light alternating current wires.

Eighty-first street, by name Miller, She did 
not seem inclined torent the room, so I left. 
I came back about a month afterward, dressed 
very neatly in a brown suit of clothes, snuff- 
colored overcoat, brown derby hat, stand up 
collar witha dark neck-tie. I wore a horse- 
shoe .pin in the tie with a whip across’ 
it, and set with a diamond; also 
wore a biack silk watch chain with 
gold trimmings. Another lady came to th 
door this time and Iagain asked about rent: 
ingthe room. She alsoasked me what refer- 
ence I could give. Itold her I paid my rent 
inadvance and that was my reference. I 
rented the room and left, telling her I would 
return with my wife. About two hours after 
the conversation took place I returned with 
the lady known as my wife. By the way,I 
first met this lady on Fifty-ninth street. She 
told me her name was Maud Wilton. Twoor 
three days after we rented the room,I was 
sitting with my feet Cocked up against the 
window sill, smoking. and readinga paper. 
She (my wife) was lying in the bed. I 
waited until she went to sleep, then I 
changed my clothes, raised the window, 
securing a jack and got out into the yard. I 
then scaled the fence and got into Cohen’s 
yard. Then taking my jack I pried open the 
window bars down stairs, went in and 
searched the bottom part of the house first. 
Finding no way to get up stairs I went on the 
outside again and climbed up some _ lattice 
work for vines that wereon the side of the 
house. ‘I don’t know whether they were for 
grapes or other vines. I got into the window 
where the girls slept. Leaving this room I 
entered the room which I supposed was oc- 
cupied by the old gentleman. There was no 
door between the rooms, but I think there 
was some Kind of hangings. When I was 
coming back some one struck at me 
with a cane or - something held in 
his hand. I told him to stand back, 
that I was coming that way,and that he 
had better let up or he would get hurt. I 
started and he struck af meagain. I shot 
and don’t know whether I hit him or not. I 
didn’t stop to see. I rushed to the top of the 
stairs and ran down and got out of the door. 
I got back into my room by the same route. 
As I was getting into the window in my raom 
some one raised a window and said: ‘’Wait 


until I git my revolver and I will fix him.’ I ”

#0 UNANIMITY OF OPINION ON THE DE- 
POT ORDINANCE. 


City Counselor Bell and the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements Difter in Their Sugges- 
tions—Clean Streets, but Clogged Sew- 
ers—City Hall Matters. 


The harmony which prevailed yesterday 
morning ovér the Union Depot ordinance has 
vanished like the mists which clouded the 


|air this morning. The Council Committee 


called in too many cooks to make the pud- 
ding, and when the cooks came in it turned 
out that they all wanted to be head cooks, 
and a mess was the result. 

The Council Committee intended to do the 
rest and merely sought advice, and for 
that purpose called upon City Counsellor 
Bell and the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements. The committee in doing this 
lost sight of the fact that all of thése gentle- 
men were so completely absorbed in looking 
after the interests of the city that they had 
each gained the impression that they were 
the only people who could straighten the 
thing out. Mr. Bell had two days’ start on 
the board and had drawh up a batch of gilt- 
edged amendments, which had been turned 
over to the attorney of the depot company. 
Then the board made its de- 
scent upon the committee with 
a whole new batch of ideas, suggestions and 
plans, many of which, unfortunately, did not 
agree with those of Mr. Bell. 

Then the committee began to suspect that 
Mr. Bell was trying to run the thing his way 
and that the members of-the board were try- 
ing to run things their way. The committee, 
having the inside track, said nothing and re- 
solved to let Mr. Bell andthe board suggest 
as.much as they pleased and then fix the bill 
another way. 

To-day the ordinance Is as far from being in 
shape as it was from the start. Mr. Bell re- 
sents the high-handed policy of the board, 
and the board members quietly remark that 
they admire Mr. Bell’s nerve. 

Mr. Bell intimates that the board members 
allhave thefMayoralty bee in their bonnets and 
the board members make insinuations about 
Mr. Bell which are equally unpleasant. The 
ordinance is notin any danger, however, as 
the matter rests with the Assembly and the 
Assembly Committee who propose todo the 
right thing. 

Clean Streets, But Clogged Sewers. 


The New Year resolutions if made by the 
members of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments have already been broken. Maj. Mur- 
phy thought that at last he had solved the 
street. cleaning question by the adoption of 
the system of washing the streets with a hose 
from the fire plug. The results were cer- 
tainly pleasing to look upon and the granite 
bleocks- on Washington avenue and 
Olive street fairly glistened the day 
after the thing was done. Mayor Noonan in- 
dorsed the plan and a gang to dothe work 
had been organized. Unfortunately one little 
thing was overlooked, and Maj. Murphy, 
without knowing it was treading on the toes 
of another member of the board, in the per- 
son of Mr. R. E. McMath, the Sewer Commis- 
‘sioner. Mr. McMath’s position was defined 
by President Burnet this morning, whothinks 
the situation rather funny, and is very desir- 
ous of not getting mixed up in the muss. 
Mr. Burnet said: ‘‘It is all very nice 
to look at, but Mr. Murphy is 
just washing‘his dirt into Mr. McMath’s sew- 
erssothat Mr. McMath will have to have 
them dug out every now and then if he don’t 
want them stopped up completely. The 
water used bythe Street Department when 
they scrub the streets is not of sufficient vol- 
ume to flush the sewers and carry the dirt 
away so it settles right at the inlet.’’ 

Mr. McMath has notas yet done anything, 
but will tell his side of the story in due time. 


No Discrimination Against Germans. 


Street Commissioner Murphy has been hav- 
ing trouble with a section of the German 
press, and the matter in due time reached the 
ears of the Mayor. The section of the German 
press which had a grievance stated in very 
emphatic terms that Maj. Murphy was dis- 
criminating in favor of Irish and American 
employes. This Maj. Murphy denied as em- 
phatically as the charges were made, and at 
the request of the Mayor took a census of his 
monthly salary list, made the result up in the 
form. of a letter and sent it to His Honor to be 
waved in the face of the objectors. The letter 
to the Mayor its as follows:

GOING TO OKLAHOMA. 
Exodus of Colored Families From Southern 
States. 


CuicaGo, Ill., Jan. 8.—A special from To- 
peka, Kan., says: The Rev. B. T. Foster 
(colored), who was a candidate for Auditor 


of State on the People’s party, has come from 


Kansas City with twenty families of colored 
people from Kemper County, Miss., en route 
to Hennessey, O. T. The families number 
abouta hundred people. Mr. Foster says: 
‘*This is but the beginning of a tremendous 
exodus of colored people from the South. 
Thousands of them will leave the Southern 
States within the next sixty days. We look 
upon Oklahoma as our peaceful haven, 
where political ostracism is unknown and 
where every Man can cast the ballot of his. 
choice without fear from any source. Many 
of the colored people of Mississippi are refus- 
ing to enter into new labor contracts and 
those that have property are disposing 
of it.’’ 

Mr. Foster said, further, that the opening 
of the Cheyenne, Arapahoe and lowa Indian 
lands, whichis to occur in February, was 
attracting many of his people to the Terri- 
tory.

MUST PAY THE PREACHER. 


What Constitutes the ““Hog and Hominy” 
of Morality. . 
ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 3.—Chief Justice Blake- 
ly, who has won a reputation for eccentricity 
in Supreme Court decisions, in deciding that 
a Baptist church must be sold to pay the sal- 
ary of the preacher says: ‘‘If any debt ought 
to be paid, it is one contracted for the health 
of souls, for pious ministrations and holy ser- 
vices. Ifany class of debtors ought to pay, 
as a matter of moral, as well as legal duty, 
the people of a Christian church are that 
class. Nochurch can have any higher obli- 
gation resting upon it than that of being just. 
The study of justice for more than 
forty years has impressed me _ with 
the supreme importance of this 
grand and noble virtue. Some of the virtues 
are in the nature of morals luxuries, but this 
is an absolute necessitity of social life. It is 
the hog and hominy, the bacon and beans, of 
morality, public and private. It is the exact 
virtue, being mathematical in its nature. 
‘Mercy, pity, charity, gratitude, generosity, 
magnamity, etc., are the liberal virtues. 
They flourish partly on voluntary concessions 
made by the exact virtue, but they have no 
right to extort from it any wun- 
willing concession. They can. only sup- 
plicate or persuade. A man cannot give 
in charity or pity hospitality or magnan- 
imity, the smallest part of what is no trouble 
to him to satisfy the demands of justice. The 
law grants exemptions of property to fam- 
ilies but none to private corporations or col- 
lective bodies, lay or ecclesiastical. These 
must pay their legal debts if-they can. All 
their property, legal and equitable, is sub- 
ject. Wethink a court may well constrain 
this church to justice. Itis certainly an en- 
ergetic measure to sell the church to pay the 
preacher, nor would it be honorable to do so 
if other means of satisfying the debt were 
within reach.’’ ;

$rovx City, Io., Jan. 2.—The fight in the 
Iowa Conference of the Evangelical Associa- 
tion that has been going on for some time be- 
tween several of the churches and Bishops 
Bowman, Dubs and Escher, culminated ina 
temporary injunction issued from the District 
‘Court restraining the ‘trustees of the Evan- 
gelical Emanuel Church from excluding the 
Rev. George Bradstetter from the church and 
pulpit, and also restraining the Rev. Wm. 
Jonas from exercising the duties of pastor. 
Bradstetter is the preacher appointed by the 
Bishops, while the church members all stand 
by Jonas, who was deposed by the Bishops. 
The petition sets forth that Jonas was ex- 
pelled from conference ‘‘legally and properly 
for offenses agdinst the church.’’ The con- 
ference has also brought suit to compel trus- 
tees to turn over its property, including the 


church and all belongings. }

HORSE RACING ABROAD. 


RECORDS OF THE ENGLISH TURF. FOR 
THE YEAR JUST CLOSED. 


Upham Knocks Out Pitzlin—Complaints 
Over the Amateur Athletic Union 
—Boxing Contests Decisions—Sporting 

* Nows. . 


In the winter edition of ‘‘Ruff’s Guide to 
the Turf,’’ just published, a valuable budget 
of English turf statistics are presented. The 
total value of stakes won during 1890 amounts 
to £446,768, and there were 2,102 runners for 
thatsum. The total value of stakes won in. 
Great Britain, calculated according to Rule 
119 of the Rules of Racing in force this year, 
exclusive of matches and private sweep- 
stakes (which amounted to £1,900), was— 
England, £418,427 18s; in Scotland, £11,667, 
and in Ireland, £15,606 19s 2d. 

In 1874the amount won in stakes was: In 
England, £306,958 19s.; in Scotland, £8,316, 
and in Ireland, £11,876. 

In 1884 the amounts were: In England, £381,- 
857 17s.; in Scotland, £7,916 4s., and in Ireland, 
£10,447 9s. 2d. 

These stims do not include prizes'to second 
and third horses. 

* An interesting table is the following, which 
shows the number of horses of different ages 
that have run in the undermentioned years: 
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The Irish horses are not included prior to 
1849. In 1843 113 horses ran in the Irish races 
reported in the English Racing Calendar. 

Since the autumm of 1867 hurdle races have 
not been included in the foregoing tables, 
and since the erid of July, 1871, hunters’ races 
on the flat have not been included. 

MORRIS PARK CLUB-HOUSE. 

The new home of the New York Jockey 
Club at Morris Park, Westchester County, is 
described in the New York Tribune as follows: 
The club-house is a giant. Mr. Morris 
showed the guests aliover it and explained 
every feature. It will be ready for occupancy 
‘in May. Toarraage and decorate its sixty- 
five rooms has been no small undertaking. 
Most of the rooms, of which there are sixty- 
five, are to be papered, as Mr. Morris has 
been six weeks selecting the patterns to be 
used on the walls, the mural decorations may 
be pronounced perfect. 


Entering the main doorway onthe south- 
west side the club member finds himself ina 
vestibule of grand proportions. On the right 
are the offices. Back of them isthe smoking- 
room, which Secretary Kock intended to 
have carved in ivory in Nuremberg. Mr. 
Morris was not in favorof the carving, but 
will make the apartment the handsomest 
smoking-roomin America. Adjoining it is 
the ladies’ parlor, which is to be decorated 
with Japanese grass paper of beautiful and 
unique design. 

On the left of the vestibule is the kitchen. 
John A. Morris believes in having lunches 
and dinners served hot. and says that they 
cannot be sérved hot when the kitchen isin 
the basement or on the roof. Consequently, 
the culinary departnrent has been put on the 
first floor, ona level with the main dining- 
room, a magnificent apartment, 60 by 90 feet, 
decorated in the most gorgeous manner. 
Mr. Nelson declares that he can feed 500 peo- 
ple ata time from the kitchen. The dining- 
room ts in reality a ball-room. Its decoration 
alone will cost Mr. Morris $8,000. The floor is of 
polished oak. On the walls there is tobea 
wainscoting six feet high of gray, or birds- 
eye, maple, whose polish will rivalany cheval 
glass in France. Aboye this there will be 
several feet of relief workin plaster. The 
frieze will consist of genre paintings after 
David Teniers, the noted Flemish painter of 
fairs, picnics, dances, ete. The most ex- 
pensive Japanese paper will cover the celil- 
ing, the diaper pattern prevailing, witha 
Renaissance figure in the center of each 
square. At one end of this superb apart- 
ment there are three parlors, and at the 
other two. The room is lighted by gas and 
electricity, and on the northeast 
side is warmed by a great open fire-place. 
Over the main entrance to the ball room and 
on each side of ita grand orchestrion will be 
placed, an instrument especially constructed 
for the purpose, costing $15,000. Mr. Morris 
(Alfred Hennen) promises that during the rac- 
ing season he will scotch the orchestrion and 
give the club members two weeks of Anton 
Seidland the Metropolitan Opera-house or- 
chestra. 

The ball room opens on a wide balcony ,from 
ae a splendid view of the races may be

THE RING. ‘ 

There isa tremendous amount of dissatis- 
faction with the judging and refereeing of 
the boxing contests of the Amateur Athletic 
Unionat the Metropolitan Opera-house, es- 
pecially with the decision in the Leeds and 
Rice bout, where the latter was declared the 
victor by Referee Buermeyer after the judges 
had disagreed, remarks Macon. Leeds 
peculiar style, and it seems to have provoked 
the tre of one of the judges and of the referee. 
He is little and wiry in build and remarkably 
supple. .He is the quickest man on his feet 
seen in a ring hereabouts for twenty 
years, and he can get in on a man and 
away from him like a flash. He has a 
foolish notion that to dress neatly in the ring 
is meritorious inan amateur. He wore pink 
tights and silk trunks, and looked more like a 
circus performer of high grade thana slug- 
ger, and I think the tights and trunks did him 
up. He hit Rice almost at will in the first two 
rounds and had him bleeding freely from his 
mouth and nose, while he himself was un- 
scathed. In the last round, thinking his lead 
could not be overcome, he let up on Rice. He 
also slipped down on his knees thrice in get- 
ting away from Rice’s rushes, but the slips 
were due to the fact that the ring was bloody 
in spots, not sufficiently rosined, and to the 
smoothness of the soles of his shoes. There 
was a tremendous amount of long continued 
hissing when the decision was made, and it 
came, too,from the.best patrons of the union. 
Leeds said afterward: ‘‘Icould easily have 
knocked Rice out in the first round, when I 
had him groggy, but I did not want to punish 
a man needlessly, or to make a show of him. 
I never fora moment thought the decision 
would be against me. Ihave no doubt that 
Mr. Buermeyer was honest in his decision, 
but I don’t think much of his ability to judge 
a skillful boxing contest.’’ The decisions in 
the bouts between Tillistrand and Schneéer- 
ing, and Danny O’Brien and Tim Murphy also 
come in for a great deal of unfavorable com- 
ment. 

Pat Cahill had the closest call of his life 
with Van Houghton, and a good many are of 
the opinion that the referee saved him on at 
least two occasions when he interposed his 
body between the men in breaking them 
apart. Pat only weighed 146 pounds, and the 
twelve pounds of extra beef that Van Hough- 
ton carried proved fery dangerous at times. 
The decision was justly Pat’s, for he is by far 
the most graceful, skillful and effective boxer 
of his. class. After the bout Cahill’s firm 
friend, ‘‘Joe Early,’’ said: ‘‘They thought | 
they had him licked this time sure, but they 
will never get another chance at him.’’ This 
indicates that Cahill will enter for no more 
amateur championship honors. 

THE CALIFORNIA CLUB. 

Though the California Athletic Club has 
won its fight in the courts, it did not come out 
of the conflict unscathed, for it has had in- 
ternal jealousies and bickerings to contend 
with as well, and its membership has de- 
creased a good dealinthe past winter. But 
for the indomitable pluck of its President, 
Lamertine Fulda, I doubt ifit would be in 
existence to-day. A couple of good fights will, 
I feel sure, restore it toits former prestige, 
and these it will have before spring. To lessen 
its expenses it has relinquished its lease of the 
Armory building, corner of Howard and New 
Montgomery streets, and foratime at least 
its battles will be fought in a ring erected in 
its gymnasium on the opposite side of Mont- 
gomery street. Kilrain and Godfrey will be 
the first big pair to try conclusions in it. 
They ought to makea rattling go, but I will 
miss my mark widely if ‘‘Old Chocolate’’ does 
not not come to grief. Kilrain intends to get 
into the best of condition, and he will go into 
the ring feeling sure of victory, which to him 
means a good deal now. 

PITZLIN KNOCKED OUT BY UPHAM. 
GALVESTON, Tex., Jan. 3.—The return fight 
between Paul J. P. Pitzlin and Arthur O. 
Unham forthe middle-weight championship 
of Texas and a purse of $800 took place last 
evening in the hall of the Galveston Athletic 
Association in the presence of nearly one 
thousand spectators and was awarded to 
Upham in the twenty-third round. Jack 
Dempsey, the ‘‘Nonpareil,’’ and Mike 
Conly were back of Upham and Pitzlin 
was looked after by Prof. Bernan, 
champion heavyweight of Texas,and Tom 
O’Leary. Gus Amundson of Galveston was 
referee. In the first round Pitzlin knocked 
Upham off his feet three times with terrific 
blows and dazed him so badly that for the 
next three or four rounds Upham was prac- 
tically at his mercy. If Pitzlin, had followed 
up his advantage he could have settled the 
result inside of the first four rounds, but in- 
stead he wasted his time in exhibitions of his 
agility and fancy sparring. In the third 
round he punished Upham badly, 
but the latter held out to 
the surprise ofall. He frequently went to the 
floor under Pitzlin’sterrific blows, and in the 
seventh round the latter remarked that he 
was sorry for ‘‘the infant.’’ In the eighth 
round Upham commenced to rally and his 
blows began totell. It was not until the thir- 
teenth round, however, that the fight began 
to turn in his favor. He commenced to rush 
his adversary and the latter was showing 
signs of being winded. In the fourteenth 
round Upham had things all his >wn way and 
from that time on he began to floor Pitzlin 
frequently. The latter took to dropping to 
gain time and wind, but as soon as he arose 
Upham was at him again, and the call of 
time saved Pitzlin more than once. In the 
eighteenth round the latter rallied, but 
things turned again in Upham’s favor and 
in the twenty-third round, Pitzlin, after 
being floored, failed to come to time in the 
allotted ten seconds and the battle was 
awarded to Upham. Pitzlin won the pre- 
vious set-to between them after being 
apparently almost whipped himself, 
and Upham claimed the knock-out blow was 
a fluke and forced another meeting. 

PUGILISTIC POINTERS. 

George Siddons of Chicago, who has just 
been matched to fight ‘‘Sparrow’’ Lewis of 
Troy, N. Y., attempted to stop Robert Ray- 
mond of Louisville, Ky., in_ eight 
rounds with four-ounce gloves at Peoria, 
Ill., last evening and failed. It is thougnt 
that if the fight had lasted two rounds longer 
Siddons would himself have: been knocked 
out,as Raymond punished him quite severely. 

It isreported that Bob Fitzsimmons, the 
New Zealander who istofight Jack Dempsey 
onthe lith, isin perfect condition and has 
most remarkable wind and staying powers.
